political and educational reformer. In almost- as dangerous, regard him now as of good purposes. 


any other country than Spain he would have been 
regarded as a valuable cltusen and honored for hi* 
work in behalf of progress and enlightenment. But 
In a nation styll governed according to sixteenth 
century ideas and dominated by Bourbonism and 
reactienism, such a man as Ferrer fills only one 
place In the eyes of the ruling cl«w- He is a dan- 
gerous citizen; a fomenter of discontent.

present conditions in .Spain discontent leads

•Jemonstrations en masse, and these demonstrations 
lead to anarchistic outbreaks which must be sup- 
Dressed with an iron hand.

Cambrian system In a fossil sea beach 
was recently found by Secretary Charles 
D. Walcott of thr Smithsonian institu- 
tion during a trip in the higher Canadian 
Rockies near the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad. 


This fossil beach now forms a bed of

Below this 4,000 feet of lime- 
stone of an older period was measured, 
and above It 12,000 feet of Cambrian lime- 
stone, sandstone and shale, in which were 
found many fossils. A large collection of 
these rocks and fossils has been sent to

Accounting aa Science. 


Accounting as a science began early 


in the morning of civilization, and It 
touches man early In life. 
It Is just 


as peeessary for the child to know 
what is in his pocket, from his stand- 
point, as it Is for the financiers of an 
empire to know th« state of the treas- 
ury 
The financial secretary of the 


Rothschilds declares that accounting 
Is' properly a part of primary educa- 
tion; that its principles are more easily 
apprehended than those of arithmetic, 
and that accounting ought to lead to 
arithmetic as arithmetic reaches over 
Into algebra 


It was once declared by Sir John 


Lubbock that accounting ha<3 Its be- 
ginning in the English exchequer. A 
great Irish historian undertook to dis- 
pute that assertion, and in his re- 


rches found that the Greeks had 


banks not dissimilar In Idea and prin- 
ciple to our own. They kept their 
treasure in hanks and used letters of 
credit. The historian adduces a docu- 
ment dealing with the repayment of 
a loan by the Joint Stock Bank of 
Athens and iJelos, and mentions a case 
where amlent bank directors were 
pulled Into the streets and beaten be- 
cause they chat god too high a rate 
of interest. HA found that the. private 
Bank of Pasian of Athens had a capi- 
tal of 50 talents equivalent to ISO,000. 


One may, even in this day, find all 


the stages ef accounting from the be- 
ginning to the present highly scientific 
state of the profession. Francis Oal- 
fo. on his scientific travels through 
Africa found people who would not 
sell him but one sheep at a time, be- 
cause they could not understand that

thorities and to eliminate from the dis- 
cussion the unauthorized statements of 
selfish interest aimed to befog the pub- 
lic mind on this most vital subject 


While the work is distinctly radical in 


its statements, as all expositions of fact 
must necessarily be, each argument is 
taken up and threshed out in detail, and 
amply backed by scientific and expert 
testimony, drawn, it must be said, from 
the most unexpected quarters, and yet 
tearing full evidence of genuineness. 
The btnroate of soda controversy as 
applied to pare foods has furnished the 
point, and it is the mission of the au- 
thor to show, which is done most logic- 
ally and effectually, that the whole so- 
called "war" h»» been built upon adver- 
tising campaigns for the sole and only 
purpose of commercial aggrandizement 


It is acknowledged that all food to be 


preserved for future consumption re- 
guires a preservative of some kind, and 
it only remains to discover what that 
preservative shall be
